EDITOR KBI-UJJUCAN.— Kindly grant 


ma Bpaco in your valuable columns to 
reply to a communication which ap- 
peared this morning under the signature 
of Williams, Brown & Co, 
They say : 


"We went to the convention yesterday, 
with feelings iu accord with the meeting 
as expressed by the growers," If such 
be the caeo, I have only to remark that 
Mr, Williams took a very peculiar way 
of showing his accord with the views of 
the meeting. In his speech to the meet- 
ing ho declared himself entirely at vari- 
ance with every demand made by tho 
growers, and so it was understood, I ven- 
ture to think, by every grower present. 


He further says in his letter to you, 


"We thought ourselves called upon to 
vindicate ourselves before tbe raisin 
men, but were repeatedly Interrupted by 
members of tho association." 


From this it appears tlmt it was evi- 


dent to his mind that his business prin- 
ciples and his manner of handling raisins 
were not in accord with the beet interest 
of tho growers, hence ho desired to vin- 
dicate himself. 


I fail to see where Mr. Williama was 


interrupted beyond what tbe occasion 
justified. Both he and Mr. Lemcke of 
Scbact, Lemcko & Stoinor were invited 
on the platform and addressed tbe meet- 
ing, and it was not until these gentlemen 
began to anewer questions addressed to 
them from tbe body of the ball that tbe 
indignation of the meeting fouud expres- 
sion. 


A.3 I propounded most of the questions 


which were addressed to Mr. Williams, 
and bis answers to which brought forth 
the indignation or interruption to which 
he refers, I would desire t'j say : That 
for all I kuow to tho contrary Mr. Wil- 
liams and his firm arc gentlemen, and I 
should desire to treat them as eucb. My 
remarks were rot made fo him person- 
ally, but were made to express iuy dis- 
satisfaction of his manner of handling 
raisins, as not being in the interest of 
the grower. 


Trie ioEiie between tho grower and tbo 


proftittiioi.al packer is as Tar apart as tho 
north 19 from tlio eolith. Tbe packers 
for the most part do not reside in Fresuo 
county. 
They come here for about 


three months in the year for tbe purpose 
of handling our crops, their object being 
to make all they can out of us by buying 
nt tho lowest possible price, and I as a 
grower am certain that this system must 
bo changed. Mr, Williams stated to ttie 
meeting that nearly all the packers had 
early in the eeaaon signed an agreement 
amouget themeelvcH not to buy a eingle 
pound ol raisins, thus compelling the 
grower lo intrust his crop to them to sell 
on couitniesiou, and then went on to tell 
the meeting that the prices of our raisins 
must be based on tho law of supply and 
demand. 
But neither Mr. Williams nor any 


other raisin packer can tiiako on intelli- 
gent grower believe that tbe same cut- 
ting of prices, either at home or in the 
eastern market, such as has been doue 
in tho past by rival puckers has ever 
been or ever will be, bated on tbo law of 
euuply »nd demand. 


It is evident to my mind that brokers 


scattered throughout the eantern market 
have loug been taking advantage of the 
petty jealousies that unfortunately ex- 
ifit between gome lew of tho Fresno puck- 
ers, and are using this us a lover to cut 
one against tho other. Who suffers by 
thin? It ie the grower, whoso raisins 
vro sacrificed to satisfy the jealousy ot 
competing merchants or packers; com- 
peting as they arc upon the capital of 
the grower who supplies them with rai- 
sins to s 11 on commission. 


One of Mr. Williams' reasons given to 


tho meeting why he refused to sign, 
was, that McfiRrs. 
Griffin, Skelly & 


Company and other packers who were 
packing on commission, would make 
lots of money this year if tho agreement 
was signed, He ulao complained, that 
in the past he had lost money in tho rai- 
sin business. 


Granted these facts are true, is that 


any reason why 
Messrs. Williams, 


Brown A Co.. Messrs. Cook ft Langley, 
Messrs, Selmcht, Lemcke & Stoiner 
should now refuse to sign and make 
money which they nay Messrs. Griflin & 
Skelly will make by signing. 


Mr. Williams stated at the meeting 


that lie would not tia his capital up by 
signing a contract to maintain minimum 
prices of raisins wiih. Meesre Griffin &, 
Skelly find other finnft who nre band- 
line raisir.B on coniinirrion. Tnia is il- 
logical, as Messrs. Griffin A Skelly Ret 
paid a reasonable charge for their ser- 
vices in packing and marketing, and 
when upheld an I controlled by 
the 


grower in refusing to allow thorn to sell 
at less than the minimum price, it then 
becomes the grower's cnpitnl aa against 
the capital of the three firms buforo 
named. 
Mr. Williams stated that he 


would ba willing to sign tho agreement 
if tho growers would guarantee him 100 
carloads on commission. What a weak 
offer! 


In view of the fuel that Mesare. Wil- 


liams, Brown & Co. had been doing busi- 
ness in Fresno county for several years 
I fall to see if their business lian been 
satisfactory to tho grower why they 
could not gnt their pro-rata of trade the 
BaraeasGriflin ft Skelly, without appeal- 
ing to the growers' meeting to guarantee 
them 100 carloads as a condition lor 
their agreeing not to cut prices and de- 
stroy the market. 


I have been informed on good author- 


ity that there are some packers who at 
tbe present, time, aud wbo will in the 
fnture, be found standing around the 
street corners and buying from tbe needy 
farmer raisins in the wagon, at prices aa 
low as last year, which in some instances 
dropped to 1 and 2 cents per prund, re- 
gardless of tbe fact that such prices in- 
sure positive ruin to the grower, and a 
very large profit to the packer. 


To prevent this the growers of this 


state mast stand firmly together, remem- 
bering tbe agreement they have signed, 
and refuse to do any business or hold 
any communication with any packer 
who Is seeking to ruin tbe raisin indus- 
try of the state. I'have read mahv let- 
ters ia tbe press upon this, subject, 
signed under a nom de plnme, and can- 
not help thinking it would be better that 
all such writers shoald sign their names 
as giving greater weight to their opin- 
ions.

)5 per cent of all the raisin 'output of the 
state of California. This proved his wfih 
to be father to the thought, and the an- 
Mi-lion yttt>Qu,t,ljeJDg jute.Iigently enb- 


stantiated (alia to tho ground empty 
They now vlalui to have "more than 
per coot of tho whole contracted wltl 
Fretmo growers;" that metum, accord in«. 
to last year's pack of 2,500,000 boxes iu 
round figure*, 125,000 boxes of raisins. 


If this were so how doea it tiarrnotit 


with the closing paragraphs of their art! 
cle, namely: "We would be only tor 
glad to join the packers' association ant 
eiitu the agreement," etc., "slid are will 
lug to stop buying in case wo are guar 
anteed say 100 cars ol raising to pack 
under the couBigument^plan?" It ap 
pears to ue that these statement*, to gay 
the least of them, will not bear invent! 
gation. 
However, the particular point the 


writer feels called upon to answer and to 
vindicate is the alluiion to the co open 
Uve companies. 


The co-operative companies do not 


pack on tho commission plan as iudicat- 
ted, but tbe farmers liavo aim ply organ- 
ized themselves into co-operative pack 
ing companies for the purpose of sell 
protection. 


Those cash paying packers have in tha 


past years shown themselves as a disor- 
ganized body entirely incapable and in- 
competent as a body (let it bo under- 
stood distinctly that we are discussing 
tbe situation in general and bold our- 
selves aloof from personalities), to mold 
tbe future destiny of thie great industry, 
and the following are the reasons or facte 
upon which tho above conclusion on out; 
part is based: 


First—Batd packers have through their 


agents in the east fought each other, and 
have even allowed their agents to fight 
each other, by cutting and slushing tbe 
values of raisins at the expen.se of tbe 
growers; we say growers, because the 
reactions and serious consequences fall 
on them. 


Second—That this cutting and under- 


selling each other is done without ivoy 
regard for the law of supply aud demand, 
which alone should govern the market 
price of raisins. 


Third—They admit themselves that 


thorough organization among them is 
impossible. They (lure not trust each 
other, and we believe they canno: trust 
each other. 


Fourth—They give us no guarantee 


that they will take care of tbo whole 
crop. They are willing to buy in the 
commencement of the season and par- 
ticipate iu enjoying some of the cream ol 
the business, but as Boon an the market 
lias bBun utterly demoralized by their in- 
sane competition they leave tbe growers 
to their fate. 


It is plainly to be seen that this state 


jf affairs is not of :i nature to produce 
;he boat results for the growers; hence 
the wise inauguration 'of tbo co-opera- 
:ivo system, which appears to bo the 
)nly practical i Ian ol perrrmuent HO!U- 
;iou. 


The growers are struggling for a living 


and they wish to have a voice in setting 
i price upon their labor. The merchant, 
<he packer, tbe commission man, tbo 
manufacturer all put a price upon their 
labor. Why should the fanner he de- 
uied the satnu right? Therefore we con- 
sider tbo co-operative raisin-packing sys- 
tem a move in the right direction. The 
grower like tho packer is not hero for 
fun nor to be a slave. 
He simply de- 


mands justice at tbe hands of the mid- 
dlemen and his fellow citizens; ho da- 
rn amis that tho hard cash he pitta into 
improvements, labor and production of 
a life-sustaining commodity, shall beat 
par with tho "puckera' hard cash" of 
which we hear so much. 


hie further demands that tho lawn of 


GUp, ly and demand only shall be tbe 
ruling factors in the values of his pro- 
duction. 


The competitive clement in tbo raiam- 


packing buflineeH no doubt watches with 
jealous eyes thu aecendencv nf tho co- 
operative system. The farmer a Imvo in 
the manner of orvunizing shown a deeper 
understanding and more ability and 
"business eiigneily" than tho?e who 
claim superior busincBa qnnlittcntinnD, 
and in tho end wo prolint it may be » 
year or two hence that tho entire raisin 
packing of the stnto will he carried on 
under a wise and junt plan of absolute 
co-opurntiou, mtatturine happiness and 
prosperity throughout this whole viUloy 
and entiiu state. 


In spite of crushing monopolies, hig 


freights, tuxes and all other opposing 
forct'S, the atate of California will, as 
sure as the SIM rises in thu morniug, 
rise to occupy her position as the most 
prominent star in HIP Union,and slio ivill 
do it through tho pluck, energy, peree- 
vorence and iutnlliucnce of the producers.

Durlng the tedious and protracted eee- 


aion of the superior court last winter 
Charles Endicott, a farmer living near 
Kingsburg. was one of the jurors, and 


i therefore obliged to remain In Fres- 


no for a number of days. 


Keligioualy, Mr. Endieott had always 


been recognized as an open, avowed and 
confirmed inlidel. He is a man about (JO 
years of age and has raised R large fam- 
ily, his wife still living. 


While iu Fresuo time dragged heavily 


upon him, and instead of passing the 
evenings in visiting saloons and other 
places of unhallowed amusement, in the 
absence of friends lie attended the meet- 
ings of tbe Salvation Army. 


This w&3 done ut tho bsginning more 


as a matter of ridicule than for any anx6- 
iety he Imd for tbe salvation of his eoul, 
aa he did not believe in any religious or- 
ganization. When the hat was passed 
aronnd, being of a libaral disposition he 
always responded, and 011 one occasion 
he made the mistake of dropping a $5 
piece in the hat instead of a nickel. The 
keen eye of the captain of Iho barracks 
did not permit this act to pasi unno- 
ticed, and she began to cultivate the old 
gentleman's acquaintance with the view 
of saving his soul, showing Lim a decid- 
ed preference over all others. lie was 
not insensible to the flattering ppiritual 
attentions bestowed, and a 
decided 


change came over his religious belief. 


He became « constant visitor at their 


p!gh:ly meetings. 
Ufa religious enthus- 


iasm become exci-edhinly fervent, and 
lie has been considered one of the Army 
af the Lord ever since. His family re- 
lations became sumewhnt strained, as 
they observed that ho paid more atten- 
tion to tbe Salvation Army and tho spir- 
itual exhortations of its fair captain, 
than he did to bis family. 


It is reported by his iwigtiborfl that ho
